Senator Hatch (Dem.), New

vided the “wrong kind of tax re- 
duction at the wrong time.” 

Hatch, however, said he did not 
know the President's intentions. 
Several other Democratic fena- 
tors privately agreed with Hatch 's 
view of Truman’s probable re- 
action. 

The Republican leaders of both 
houses agreed late yesterday on 
changing the bill to make it -ef- 
fective next Jan. 1, instead of 
putting the tax cuts into opera- 
tion last Tuesday as under the 
original measyre.

WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
Representative Keefe (Rep.), Wis-

PARIS, July 3 (AP) — The 
French Foreign Office announced 
today that 22 nations will be in- 
vited by Britain and France to a 
meeting in Paris July 12 to discuss 
European. economic co-operation 
as outlined in the Marshall pro- 
posal, 

Notable exceptions are Soviet 
Russia, Spain and Germany. 

A French Foreign Office spokes- 
man said it was proposed to have 
a first report on European needs 
and ability for self-help ready Dy 
Sept. 1. 

The countries invited will in- 
clude Austria, Turkey, Albania, 
Eire and all former enemy states 
except Germany, it was an- 
nounced. A Foreign Office spokes- 
man said the invitations would be 
sent to Paris embassies tonight. 

The French Foreign Ministry 
announced earlieft a_i British- 
French decision to invite all Eu- 
ropean states, “with the provision- 
al exception of Spain,’ to take 
part in drafting a reply to the 
proposal advanced by United 
States Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall for European eco- 
nomic recovery. 

No Bid for Russia. 

A Fopeign Office spokesman 
said a letter had been sent to 
Russian Ambassador Alexandre 
Bogomolov expressing the hope 
that the Soviet Union, whfch has 
denounced the Marshall plan, 
would reconsider its refusal to 
join in economic co-operation. 
However, he said no _ invitation 
would be sent to Russia for the 
July 12 meeting. 

The spokesman said that while 
Germany was not invited, the 
commanders in chief of Germany's 
four occupation zones—“including 
the Russians, of course—will be 
consulted regarding the avail- 
ability and needs of their zones.” 

The spokesman said the United 
States “will be informed of this 
(July 12) meeting and will be 
sent a copy of the letter of invi- 
tation.”

CHICAGO, July 3 (UP)—A “pay- 
as-you-see” television set was 
made public today by officials of 
Zenith Radio Corp. They pre 
dicted it would remove the last 
barriers to making household tele- 


vision as commonplace as radio. 

The new set is connected to the 
user’s telephone, Part of the pic- 
ture prgeduced on the television 
screen comes in by telephone, part 
by air. Zenith officials said this 
would enable the television broad- 
caster to charge the user for his 
entertainment. 

McDonald Jr., Zenith 
president, predicted the “phone- 
vision” system would be ready to 
put in operation in about six 
months. He said the device would

Group Says American Aid 
Calls for New Levels in 
Industry to Enable 
Countries to Balance 
Needs for Imports. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
A House foreign affairs subcom- 
mittee, frankly pessimistic over 
future Russian co-operation, raised 
today the possibility of United 
States insistence on ending cur- 
rent reparations from Germany 


and Japan. 


In a formal report, the subcom- 
mittee estimated that Europe's 
dollar deficit for its requirements 
for the three-year period, 1947 
through 1949, would reach approx- 
imately 10 billion dollars, The 
figure did not include the needs 
of Russia or those of the East. 

Ufeing formulation of a broad 
program for Europe’s “healthy 
economic recovery,” the commit- 
tee declared that Germany and 
Japan cannot be made self- 
supporting without “tremendous 
American help.” It added: 

“If we are to make this help 
productive, we should have to (a) 
insist on putting an end to cur- 
rent reparations and on cutting 
down the earlier punitive pro- 
grams of reparations aimed at 
weakening or destroying Germany 
and Japan, and 

“(b) Set new levels of industry 
that would enable Germany and 
Japan to balance their own needs 
for Wymports and create an export 
surplus which we could direct into 
the rebuilding of the rest of 
Europe and the necessary recon- 
struction of the Far East.” 

One question, it said, must be 
answered in formulating an over- 
all aid program: 

“Are we prepared to insist that 
Britain come to terms on the pool- 
ing of the Ruhr with our own 
occupation zone on our terms as a 
condition to the continuance of 
further extension of credits to 
Britain?” 

Another. question raised by the 
committee was: 

“Do we write off Russian co- 
operation, as every previous Rus- 
sian action has indicated we must, 
and proceed with the building up 
of western Europe and the rehabil- 
itation of the Far East?” 

The committee report called for 
congressional] consideration of a 
broad program of how this coun- 
try can help Europe get on its 
feet. It said: 

“World recovery not only ‘can 
be but must be sound business for 
the United States.” 

Chairman Vorys (Rep.), Ohio, 
in a supplementary statement said 
that the subcommittee did not be- 
lieve the collapse of the Paris con- 
ference on the Marshall plan “is 
the end of our efforts to aid Eu- 
rope.” But, he added: 

“We donot believe that we 
should rely entirely upon the esti- 
mates of European nations, sepa- 
rately or cellectively, as to their 
own need.” 

He told a press conférence, at 
which the report was made pub- 
lic that such future estimates 
should be given “a double check.” 


FATIGUE CRACK’ IN TRACK 
GIVEN AS DERAILMENT CAUSE 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
investigators reported today that 
a derailment of a St. Louis-San 
Francisco railroad passenger train 
near Mansfield, Mo., May 30, was 
caused by a broken rail. The en- 
gineer and fireman were killed 
and 22 persons were injured. 

The section of track that gave 
way, the commission reported, was 
laid new in 1929. It was last in- 
spected by the section foreman 
about 17 hours before the accident. 
_ The rail was last tested by a de- 

tector cdt March 29, 1947, without 
| any indication of defect. 

The investigation showed the 
rail broke into seven pieces, the 
first break being “a result of a 
fatigue crack.” The additional 
breaks were caused by the de- 
railment. 

“The fillet crack involved was 
eoncealed from detettion by or- 
dinary visual inspection by the fit

FOR CRIMES IN OCCUPATION 


6 Generals in Group Charged With Directing 
Slaughter of More Than 1,000,000 
in Eastern Europe. 


NUERNBERG, July 3 (AP)— 
Eighteen 8S (Elite Guard) of- 
ficers—including six generals — 
were indicted today for trial be- 


fore a United States war crimes 
court on charges of directing the 
slaughter of more than 1,000,000 
persons in the Nazi occupation of 
Eastern Europe. 

Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, who 
filed the indictment as chief war 
crimes prosecutor, described the 
alleged mass slaughter as the 
“murder of all murders.” 

It was the ninth group of in- 
dictments of alleged war criminals 
handed up for trial by American 
military courts. | 

The accused included Gen. Otto 
Ohlendorf, Brig. Generals Heinz 
Jost, Erich Newmann, Otto Rasch, 
Win Schultz ‘and Franz Six; 
Colonels Paul Blobel, Walter 
Blume, Martin Sandberger and 
Willy Seibert; Lt. Colonels Ernest 
Biberstein, Gustav ‘Mosske and 
Adolf Ott; Majors Emil Haus- 


mann and Lothar Fendler; Capt. 
Felix Ruehl, and two lieutenants. 

American prosecutors said the 
group furthered the, wholesale 
extermination of Jews, Gypsies 
and Russians, all races and 
groups which the Nazis regarded 
as “pacially inferior politically 
undesirable.” 

The accused SS officers were 
said to have led special task 
forces sent by former Gestapo 
Chief Heinrich Himmler into Po- 
land, Russia and the Baltic states 
to kill off large groups of ci- 
vilians, 

A single task force of fewer 
than 800 SS and Gestapo opera- 
tives was accused of 270,000 
killings.

PARIS, July 3 (AP)—French 
Premier Paul Ramadier today 


posed a confidence motion before 
the National Assembly and was 
virtually certain of winning ap- 
proval when the vote is taken 
Friday. 

Despite initial hanging back, all 
parties that make up the non- 
Communist coalition Cabinet 
closed their ranks at the last mo- 
ment and agreed on a simple mo- 
tion expressing confidencé in the 
Government and the economic 
policies it intends to follow. 
There was little doubt but that 
the collapse of the three-power 
talks here on the Marshall aid- 
Europe plan influenced the parties 
to band together to prevent any 
return of the Communists to the 
Government through a crisis that 
might bring Ramadier’s downfall. 
Ramadier’s own Socialist party 
was expected to react similarly in 
its weekend national council and 
reindorse his efforts to govern 
without the Communists, despite 
the risk of further serious strikes 
this entails. 

Although he gave the National 
Assembly only a general outline of 
his economic policies, Ramadier 
surprised the legislators by hitting 
out hard at both the extreme 
rightists—who took violent offense 
at what they interpreted as an at- 
tempt to link them with the recent 
plot to overthrow the republic— 
and the extreme leftists, whom he 
blamed again for the strikes. 

In an allusion to the plot,. Ra- 
madier said he did not mean to 
accuse any member of Parliament 
of being mixed up in it, “but 
when one sees the activities of 
certain groups, of certain net- 
works, one has the right to say: 
“Attention, there is an exploita- 
tion of misery that threatens dis- 
cipline and which finishes by sap- 
ping the republic, the country and 
all that is*healthy within it.” 
Thén, turning toward the Com- 
munists, he said: “There are other 
exploitations. Certain Trotskyite 
elements, or others, have exploited 
the first strikes.”

Asks Congressional 
Moves for U.S. Trustee- 
ship Plan for Former 
Jap Islands. 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
President Truman asked Congress 
today to give early consideration 
to legislation enabling the United 
States to approve the trusteeship 
agreement for Pacific islands for- 
merly mandated to Japan. 

The agreement was approved 
unanimously by the United Na- 
tions Security Council last April 2. 
In a separate statement, the 
President said the pact provides 
that the Mariana, Caroline, and 
Marshall] islands shall be placed 
under the international trustee- 
ship system of the United Na- 
tions and administered by the 
United States. 

“On this occasion,” he said, “I 
should like to reaffirm what I 
have said on other occasions, that 
the policy of the United States is 
to support the United Nations 
with all its resources as a per- 
manent partnership; this policy 
has the support of the _ over- 
whelming majority of the Amer- 
ican -people. 

“T should like also to say again 
that America has long been a sym- 
bol of freedom and democrati¢ 
progress to peoples less favored 
than we have been and that we 
must continue to justify their con- 
fidence in us by our policies and 
our acts.” 

The President said further, in 
his statement: 

“I firmly believe that the United 
States, by carrying out fully the 
terms of the agreement, will fulfill 
the obligations entrusted to it by 
the United Nations.”

States Employment Service, De- 
partment of Agriculture and the 
parca of Research and Statis- 
tics of the Social Security Board.

The late Walter Lynes Smith, 
civil engineer who liked to wear 
earrings, was a fastidious dresser, 
a gourmand and a man who, if 
permitted, would have chosen a 
de luxe funeral, friends testified 
in Circuit Court yesterday. 
After hearing the testimony, 
Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell 
took under advisement the ques- 
tion whether to allow payment 
of a $3170 funeral bill from 
Smith’s $91,660 estate. Acting 
Probate Judge Leland A. Carpen- 
ter had reduced the bill to $1000, 
after which Robert J. Ambrus- 
ter, undertaker, appealed the deci- 
sion to Circuit Court. 

Max Skelton, a tailor, testified 
Smith always ‘wore the finest 
clothes and customarily ordered 
six extra pairs of trousers with 
each suit. Once he purchased 20 
pairs of trousers to wear with a 
eports jacket, Skelton said. 

Smith, a student of music and 
languages, ate only the finest 
foods, several friends testified. 
They thought the funeral was in 
conformity with his manner of 
living. Ambruster testified 
friends of Smith instructed him to 
choose “one of our best caskets” 
for Smith, so he supplied a custom- 
built, double-hinged bronze cas- 
ket. Another undertaker testified 
the casket, the cost of sending the 
body to Brunswick, Mo., for burial 
and other expenses might easily 
have totaled $3170.

Committee From 10 Basin 
States Will Go 


Washington — Decision 


-to 


Is Made at Emergency 
Meeting.

OMABA, Nebr., July 3—A com- 
mittee of Governors from Missouri 
basin states will go to Washing- 
ton, possibly next week to urge a 
Senate committee to amend a 
pending appropriations bill so as 
to provide “ample funds” for 
flood control and basin develop- 
ment. 

“This was the outcome of yester- 
days emergency meeting of the 
Missouri River States Comnuittee, 
composed of the Goveynors of the 
10 basin states and designated 
aids, which was called to urge 
action to facilitate flood control 

The gathering was told by 
Army engineers that this year's 
floods, in the Missouri basin 
alone, had caused $111,000,000 
damage, flooded 3,000,000 acres 
and cost 26 lives. The estimates 
did not include the incalculable 

* damage due to washing away of 
rich topsoil. 

Pick-Sloan Plan Support. 


The committee unanimously 
adopted a resolution \reaffirming 
belief in and support of the gen- 
eral ‘features of the existing Pick- 
Sloan plan for development and 
regulation of the valley. It fur-| 
ther urged that Congress appro- 
priate for the fiscal year which 
opened Tuesday “ample funds to, 
meet our flood contro] and basin 
development needs, so tragically 
emphasized by the current Catas- 
trorhes str'king our region.” 

At first it was proposed merely 
to call on Congress to restore the 
31 per cent cut from the Army 
Engineers’ fund for the year, 
which was adopted yesterday by 
the House. 

The Army, with President Tru- 
man's approval, had requested 
$35,400,000 for Missouri Valley 
flood control. Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly (Dem.) of Missouri, who 
last November had biocked an 
attempt by the Governors’ com- 
mittee to urge more funds for the 
Pick-Sloan projects, because this 
move was in oppositioh to the 
President's economy . orders, 
agreed yesterday. that the pending 
appropriation should be restored 
to the level the President ap- 
proved. Sia 
. Then it was..decided, with Don- 
nelly’s consent, that it would be 
proper instead to call for “ample 
funds,” on the ground the Presi- 
dent’s recommendation had been 
made before the floods became 
serious. Under the language 
adopted, an even larger fund 
“could be advocated. Some of the 
other Governors would have liked 
to have gone somewhat stronger, 
by calling more specifically for 
even more money and faster ac- 
tion on Pick-Sloan than Truman 
had requested. . 

Resolution Changed. 

At Donnelly’s desire, the reso- 
lution was changed to approve of 
the “general features” of Pick- 
Sloan, rather than give it outright

Six young men were working 
with Bill in the water, but Dupo 
residents considered his contribu- 
tion a special] one since he was 
not working to save his home 
like most of the others. When he 
read in the newspapers that 600 
residents of Dupo had disregarded 
the warning of Army engineers. 
and had undertaken a fight to 
save their homes, Bill decided to 
join them, his mother, Mrs. Henry. 
C. Pope of 5655 Vernon avenue, 
related. 

“He was making $2.40 an hour 
as a hoisting engineer but he left 
his job to go to Dupo because, 
he said, théy needed him worse 
there and somebody could take 
his place here while he was away,” 
Mrs. Pope related. 

Bill (William H. ®ope at Sol- 
dan High, which he left in his 
sophomore year), celebrated his 
eighteenth birthday last month. 


He was in the water at Dupo 


from late Tuesday night until last 
night. Then after a rest, be began 
diving again.

Flow Is Halted. 


At Dupo the battle centered 
around the Terminal Railroad 
embankment a mile north of the 
town, which volunteers and engi- 
neers have been reinforcing with 
sandbags since Tuesday. The 
flow over the tracks was halted 
last night but sand boils contin- 
ued to form below the water level 
and the weary workers were 
given no respite although many of 
them had been toiling at the dike 
for more than 30 hours, 

Another danger point, Mayor 
Valine said, is on the main Prai- 
rie du Pont levee, a few yards 
downstream from the original 
break. 

Appeals for reinforcements to 
help the workers slaving on the 
levees were made over a loud- 
speaker system installed in a 
truck which was driven around 
the streets of the toWn and it was 
planned to continue sandbagging 
both danger points tonight and 
tomorrow. 

Roads leading to Dupo and sur- 
rounding communities will be 
blocked by Illinois State Highway 
Patrolmen tomorrow to prevent 
sightseers from crowding into the 
area over the holiday and inter- 
fering with the workmen.

Cannon, whose home is at Els- 
berry, about 45 miles northwest of 
St. Louis, said he had received 
numerous complaints about the 
flood from his constituents within 
the past few weeks. Most of them, 
he said, think the work done to 
channel the river along a certain 
course has been futile and has 
only resulted in spreading the 
water over broader areas. 

“I personally believe it is futile 
to do any work this far down- 
stream unless some control 
measures are put into effect in 
the upper river watershed,” Can- 
non said. “This would involve two 
things, proper vegetation to keep 
the water in check and the build- 
ing. of dams and reservoirs.”

Accepting De Caux’s resignation, 
CIO President Philip Murray in 
formal and restrained language ex- 
pressed appreciation for his serv- 
ices. De Caux has been publicity 
director of the CIO since its incep- 
tion more than 11 years ago. Be- 
fore that he was for some years 
with several other labor groups, 

Although De Caux was the offi- 
cial CIO spokesman and close to 
its national -policy makers, it is 
doubtful that his resignation can 
be accepted as a_ significant 
change in CIO policy such as 
would be evident if Pressman, for 
instance, were to resign. 


SENATE BODY APPROVES 
EDUCATION-AID MEASURE 


WASHINGTON, July 3 (AP)— 
Legislation authorizing $300,000,- 
000 in federal aid to states for 
education: was approved yesterday 
by the Senate Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee. However, 
Chairman Taft, (Rep.), Ohio, told 
a reporter he had told the com- 
mittee he was “not guaranteeing 
any action” on the bill by Con- 
gress before its scheduled July 26 
adjournment, 

The bill would provide a mini- 
mum grant of $5 per child to ev- 
ery state. Those states in a less 
favorable financial position would 
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receive up to $26 or more a child. 


The measure gives states discre- 
tion as to whether they shall use 
any federal money for aid to re- 
ligious or private schools. It pro- 
vides also that a-tate shall be in- 
eligible for aid unless within four 
years of enactment of the bill it 
has developed a plan for expendi- 
ture of at least $50 annually a

Langer’s position is of utmost 
importance. The full committee 
membership consists of seven Re- 
publicans and six Democrats.

Construction Costs in 
Area Cited in Report— 
Fewer Home Contracts 
Here Than in 1946, 


Construction activity probably 
will continue at a high level for 
the remainder of the year, but 
because of high costs the expected 
building boom probably will not 
develop, it was reported today by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis. 

Building costs in the district 
have -increased as fast as in the 
nation as a whole, the _ report 
stated, while in some parts of it 
the national rate has been ex- 
ceeded. Compared with the first 
quarter of 1939, National Housing 
Administration figures show an 
increase of 47 per cent in costs 
in Memphis by the last quarter of 
1946; of 51 per cent in Louisville, 
Ky.; 60 per cent in Little Rock, 
Ark., and 67 per cent in St. Louis. 

An estimate prepared for the 
St, Louls area by Roy Wenzlick 
& Co., real estae survey firm, 
also was quoted. Based on it, a 
six-room frame house that could 
be built in 1939 for $5894 would 
have cost about $11,300 to con- 
struct in the last quarter of 1946, 
and $13,170 in April 1947, Despite 
the fact that some improvement 
in the output of work per man- 
hour can be expected as the labor 
and materials markets ease, and 
the prices of materials level off or 
decrease, the report stated,. the 
home referred to in the Wenzlick 
report would still cost more than 
double what it did in 1939. 

Stabilization Awaited. 

“Many manufacturers and com- 
mercial establishments are post- 
poning the awarding of contracts 
pending the stabilization of the 
cost structure,” the report con- 
tinued, “Local contractors who 
were interviewed indicate the be- 
lief that such contracts will ma- 
terlalize promptly if prices sta- 
bilize and that there will be no 
appreciable holding back in the 
hope of lower prices.” 
Based on statistics compiled by 
the F. W. Dodge service, the report 
noted, St. Louis city and, county 
form the only major industrial 
area in the district in which resi- 
dential contracts in the first five 
months this year were fewer than 
in the comparable portion of 1946. 
The $12,700,000 in contracts this 
year is 42 per cent below the $22,- 
100,000 let during the comparable 
period last year. In eastern Mis- 
sourl, excluding St. Louis city and 
county, housing contracts in- 
creased 90 per cent bétween the 
two periods, Madison county, IIli- 
nois, showed a greater decrease 
than St. Louis, but this was off- 
set by an increase of about 400 
per cent in East St. Louis, 


Consumer demand for commodi- 
ties generally has continued strong 
despite high prices, the report 
stated, and retail trade volume is 
at a substantially higher level 
than in the similar period last 
year, 3 

Job Picture Good, 


Except for some weak spots, it 
said, the over-all employment pic- 
ture looks good. Unemployment 
last May was. lower than in May 
1946, and the average unemployed 
person is. not out of work for so 
long a time between jobs. 


St. Louis showed the greatest de- 
cline in the district in the use 
of electric power in May as com- 
pared with the previous month. 
Its 6.8 per cent decline still placed 
the consumption above the volume 
used in May 1946, however, the re- 
port noted, Unsettled labor condi- 
tions and maintenance require- 
ments resulted in, a drop to 41 
per cent of capacity for stee)] mills 
in the St. Louis area in May, com- 
pared with 77 per cent in March. 
Meat production showed a marked 
increase, chiefly the result of 
greater slaughter of calves and 
hogs. 

Department store sales through- 
out the district, which were 11 
per cent greater during the first 
five months than in the compara- 
ble period last year, were limited 
greatly by the transportation 
strike in St. Louis. A trend toward 
reduction in some prices was 
noted as retailers attempted to 
liquidate present stocks and place 
goods on hand in a competitive po- 
sition with new goods on whole- 
sale markets.

PUT OVER BILL, TOBIN SAYS 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 3 (AP) 


RESIDENT Daniel J. To- 
P bin of the AFL Internation- 
al Teamsters’ Union, says 
that organized labor “played 
into the hands of enemies” with 
an epidemic of strikes and thus 
“invited” the Taft-Hartley law. 
Tobin, writing in the July 
issue of the union’s publication, 
The International Teamster, 
ticized “unions and officers 
of unions” for ‘“senselessness 
and poor judgment.” 

Tobin said that unions which 
struck while the bill was being 
considered should have held off 
30 or 60 days. 

He singled out for criticism 
the seamen and longshoremen 
strikes and the walkout of 
streetcar and bus operators in 
St. Louis, Mo., and Oakland, 
Calif. 

(The St. Louis operators 
were on strike at the time Con- 
gress voted to override Pres- 
ident Truman’s veto.)

Corp., as well as the Government. 

Shearer paid three employes bo- 
nuses of $5000 each, Robinson 
said, and then forced them to re- 
turn the checks to him. The em- 
ployes’ additional income taxes 
caused by the bonuses were paid 
from funds of the Chevrolet deal- 
ership, and the checks turned over 
to Shearer were placed in his 
personal bank account. Shearer 
also pocketed portions of sales 
taxes and occupation taxes col- 
lected from purchasers of automo- 
biles living in Missouri and Illi- 
nois, Robinson said. 

In 1941, Robinson continued, 
Shearer filed an original tax re- 
turn and two amended returns; 
the last was filed 12 days after 
agents started their investigation. 
Despite this, he said, the $95,549 
total net income reported was less 
than’ half what it should have 
been. 

Called “Patriotic Citizen.” 

Purteet said Shearer, who is 50 
years old, was a “patriotic citizen, 

veetran of both wars, and an 
inspiration to the boys who are 
members of athletic teams he 
sponsors.” To the further state- 
ment that Shearer had served in 
World War ff as a lieutenant com- 
mander in the Coast Guard, con- 
voying munitions on the rivers 
without pay, Judge Moore com- 
mented that “he would have been 
a lot more patriotic if he had paid 
his taxes, instead of wearing the 
uniform of the government while 
owing it a quarter of a million 
dollars.” 

Shearer was given 30 days to 
arrange his affairs. He will report 
Aug. 3 to start serving his prison 
term. 

Last May 21, Shearer pleaded 
guilty to an indictment charging 
that he had falsified income tax 
returns to evade payment of a 
total of $139,336 in taxes on his 
1940 and 1941 incomes. At that 
time, Judge Moore rejected a re- 
quest by Shearer's attorneys that 
he be permitted to enter a plea 
of “no contest,” and criticized 
Shearer sharply. 

During arguments on the appli- 
cation to enter the plea, one of 
the defense lawyers described 
Shearer as “a super salesman who 
did not know how much money 
he made.” He said that account- 
ants had made out the income tax 
returns, ahd ‘asserted that since 
only a “financial offense” was: in- 
volved, Shearer should have been 
permitted to enter the “no con- 
test” plan in order to protect his 
business reputation, 

The Shearer Chevrolet Co., 7256 
Manchester avenue, last Novem- 
ber paid a total of $5978 in set- 
tlement of Office of Price Ad- 
ministration suits based on the 
sales of used automobiles and 
trucks at prices above legal ceil- 
ings. While OPA regulations were 
in force the firm was involved 
in a number of “black market 
suits”. for overcharges.

Doubt on Overriding. 
“Taft said Chairman Millikin

certain the Senate would approve 
the bill wit’. the suppor of more 
than two-thirds of those voting 
but was not certain this lineup 
could be maintained on a veto. 

Most observers think it will take 
about 63 votes to override, depend- 
ing on the number of Senators 
present and participating. 

The compromise tax bill which 
Truman vetoed had been approved 
by the Senate, 48 to 28. The bill 
had passed the House 220 to 99. 
After the President vetoed it, the 
House voted 268 to pass the bill 
and 137 against, thus falling two 
votes short of the two-thirds ma- 
jority necessary to override a veto. 

House Minority Leader Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, said he believed 
that if the President vetoed the 
bill, his action would be sustained. 
Rayburn obviously alluded to Sen- 
ate action, since both sides con- 
cede that there are enough votes 
in the House to override. 

Byrd Wants Budget Pledge. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.,), Virginia, 
and others who have been urging 
repassage of the measure have de- 
manded that Senate and House 
Republicans get together on a 
pledge for reducing the budget as 
a preliminary to a tax cut. Taft 
#aid there had been discussion 
earlier of a possible compromise 
on this issue but declined to pre- 
dict an agreement. 

Yesterday Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder announced that 
the Government had finished the 
1947 fiscal year with a budegt sur- 
plus of $754,000,000 in receipts over 
expenditures. It was the first 
federal surplus in 17 years. 

Senator O'Mahoney (Dem.),

Treasury figures disclosed the 
government took in an average of 
$118,517,351 for every day of the 
fiscal year just ended and spent 
at the rate of $116,452,179 a day.

As late as the middie of April! 
1940, Farley says, Roosevelt told 
him that the two of them would 
have to support Cordell Hull, then 
Secretary of State, for the Demo- 
cratic presidential ncmination. 
This was agreeable to Farley, al- 
though he had already announced 
his own candidacy because he, like 
Vice President Garner, opposed a 
third term. Farley thought he 
could be nominated for the vice 
presidency with Hull at the head 
of the ticket. 

Questions Dodged. 

Between the April and July con- 
versations, there was increasing 
evidence but no assurance that- 
Roosevelt would seek a third term. 
He dodged third term questions at 
his press conferences, Farley con- 
tinued his campaign for delegates. 
The Hyde Park showdown came 
about 10 days before the conven- 
tion opened in Chicago. 

As Farley reports the conversa- 
tion, he was baffled by the way 
Roosevelt seemed to be saying 
first that he would not be a can- 
didate and then, by a slip of the 
tongue, that he was going to be a 
candidate, 

The final shock, Farley writes, 
ce.me when the President volun- 

teered: 

“By the way, Jim, the family 
is not going to attend the con- 
vention. Undoubtedly, I will ac- 
cept the nomination by radio 
and will arrange to talk to the 
delegates before they leave the 
convention hall after the nomi- 
nation.” 


Farley says he never had any 
doubt that Roosevelt had made 
up his mind long before, believ- 
ing that the world was in a ter- 
rible plight and hating to turn 
over the reins of government to 
someone else. 

The conversation occurred aft- 
er lunch in the Hyde Park li- 
brary. For 15 or 20 minutes the 
conversation was general, al- 
though Farley had made the trip 
to discuss the Chicago conven- 
tion. Here is Farley's report of 
Roosevelt's remarks: 

“Jim, last July when we can- 
vassed the political situation I 
indicated definitely that I would 
not run fer a third term. I be- 
lieve we decided that on or about 
February first, I would write a 
letter to one of the states which 
has an early primary, stating I 
would not be a candidate for re- 
election, 

“Well, after that conversation 
of ours, the war started and 
when it got along to February 
first, I could not issue that 
statement. It would have 4de- 
stroyed my effectiveness as the 
leader of the nation and would 
have .handicapped the efforts of 
this country to be of construc- 
tive service in the war crisis. 

“IT must say that I am disap- 
pointed that my efforts have not 
accomplished what I hoped. In 
all probability it would have been 
just as welF if I had made the 
announcement as planned, We 
bullied Mussolini in every way 
‘possible and tried to get the in- 
finence of the Pope to keep Italy 
out of war, but Italy went in. 

“l still don’t want to run for 
the Presidency. I want to come 
up here.” 

‘I Don't Want to Run.’ 

But, Farley continues, he said 
that the matter had been taken 
out of his hands by mounting de- 
mands that he remain at the 
helm, 

“I don’t want to run and I'm 
going to tell the convention so,” 
be concluded, 

Farley recounts that he imme- 
diately told the President that if 
he made his message specific, the 
convention would ‘not nominate 
brim: that he should leave no 
doubt in the minds of the dele- 
gates and the country of. his sin- 
cerity and that it should be ’so 
worded that the delegates should 
fee] free to choose someone else, 
if they so desired.

Chicago Mayor Ed Kelly, Francis 
Biddle and others had been cam- 
paigning for a third term and 
had arranged the demonstration. 
No demonstration lasting 53 min- 
utes is spontaneous, no matter 
how great the enthusiasm. 
Roosevelt was nominated on the 
first ballot with 946 votes. Far- 
ley, who had counted on at least 
100, got only 72.9 votes; Garner, 
61; Senator Tydings of Maryland, 
nine and one-half, and Hull, five 
and two-thirds. 

At the Hyde Park conference 
before the convention, Roosevelt 
and Farley discussed the vice 
presidential nomination. Roose- 
velt rejected Speaker Bankhead 
of Alabama as too old and not 
in good health, 

“The man running with me,” 
Farley quotes the President, 
“must be in good health because 
there: is no telling how long I 
can hold out. You know, Jim, 
a man with paralysis can have 
a breakup at any time. While 
my heart and lungs are good 
and the other organs function- 
ing along okay ... nothing in 
this life is certain.” 

Farley writes that the Presi- 
dent unbuttoned his shirt to 
show a lump of flesh and muscle 
under his left shoulder, which 
he said was misplaced because 
of his affliction. This, Farley 
says, was the first and last time 
during their long association 
that Roosevelt had discussed his 
physical condition with him. 

So far as the Collier’s article 
reveals, there was no agreement 
on the vice presidential nomina- 
tion.

Following are the summaries 
of statements by British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
and French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault, issued yester- 
day at the three-power confer- 
ence of foreign ministers in 
Paris: 


Bevin’s Statement: 


Mr. Molotov’s objections to the 
Franco~-British program were 
based on a complete travesty of 
the facts and’ a complete misrep- 
resentation of everything the Brit- 
ish Government had submitted. 1 
suppose the method is to go on 
repeating those misrepresenta- 
tions in the hope that someone 


would at last believe them, The 
British documents would speak for 
themselves. ee, 

It is a fundamental principle by 
which we work not to interfere in 
the internal affairs of other cour 
tries and. we hope the national 
sovereignty of European powers 
will be recognized and respected 
equally by/everyone while this at- 
tempt is being made to achieve 
economic co-operation. 

From the beginning I have seen 
in the Marshall proposal a way to 
secure quickly the rehabilitation 
and indepetidence of Europe—not 
a way to undermine it; to make 
Europe free—not to .provide for 
the domination of any one state. 

When this meeting began I had 
hoped that all three of us would 
be able jointly to give Europe a 
lead, to co-operate in finding a 
way to put the continent on its 
feet again. 

That has not proved to be the 
case. 

But Britain will continue to 
strive for the unity of Europe, 
for the independence of Europe 
and for the independence of its 
national units. 

I regret that Mr. Molotov has 
threatened that if we continued 
this beneficent work we must 
face grave consequences. 

Well, my country has faced 
grave consequences and threats 
before, It is not the sort of pros- 
pect which will deter us from 
doing what we consider our 
duty. 

Nevertheless, I profoundly re- 
gret that threat. 

Our policy is to dominate none 
and to co-operate with everyone. 
We shall work as closely as we 
can with the United Nations or- 
ganization and inform it and its 
various bodies and all the govern- 
ments of what we are doing. 

If there are governments 
which will not co-operate, then 
we shall at least have dis- 
charged our duty by trying to 
help them. 

I regret that in the course of 
the meeting, suspicions have been 
expressed of Britain’s intentions. 
‘By our action we will prove these 
to have been unjustified and in 


the unnegotiated truce on parti- 
san politics by telling an audi- 
ence in California that “the war 
situation obviously makes it clear

Wallace for Third Term. 
‘This annoyed Farley but he 
says the President chuckled over 
it, observing that .Henry means 
well but just? igp’t politically 
minded. 

Wallace was for a third term, 
but he told Farley in May 1940 
he was discouraged by the way 
the campaign was being handled. 
He reported to Farley that Hop- 
kins, Ben Cohen and Corcoran 
were doing the contact work for 
Mayors Hague and Kelly and 
other Democratic bosses had a 
group working out details in an 
office in the Interior building.

In December, however, Farley 
had opposed the appointment, tell- 
ing Roosevelt that Charles Edison 
of New Jersey should get the job. 
Roosevelt objected to Edison be- 
cause he was hard of hearing, 
and told Farley to arrange with 
Hague to have ,Edison run for 
Governor or Senator. Hague 
agreed to run him for Governor. 
Roosevelt did appoint Edison to 
the post in December, but Edi- 
son resigned in June so Knox 
could be appointed. He then ran 
for Governor of New Jersey. With 
Hague’s support, he was elected. 

Hull’s Troubles... — 

During the early months of 
1940, Farley worked closely with 
Hull and Garner to prevent a 
third term. Hull refused to be an 
active candidate for the presiden- 
tial nomination, saying that he 
felt he should not capitalize his 
achievements in the State Depart- 
ment. 

When Farley told the Secre- 
tary of State that Roosevelt was 
the author of Farley’s present 
troubles, the white-haired Ten- 
nessean exploded: 

“God, Jim, you don't know 
what troubles are. Roosevelt is 
going over my head to (Under 
Secretary Sumner) Welles and 
(Assistant Secretary Adolf) 
Berle. I was never even con- 
sulted on the Welles trip to 


the end, perhaps by example, we 


i'may win when by argument we 


can’t. 
Bidault’s Statement: 


T have heard with much inter- 
est, and also with some disap- 
pointment, the declaration of, Mr. 
Molotov. His conclusion puts my 
country on guard. I would like 


for my part to put the Soviet dele- , 


gation on guard against any ac- 
tion which might result in sepa- 
rating Europe into two groups. 


‘ So far as it is concerned, the 
French Government rejects every 
suspicion of hegemony. The in- 
terest of European peoples is to 
be united and not to be divided. 
The universe is witness that 
France has done all se can to 
prevent such a division, and she 
solemnly declines all responsibility 
for the consequences of a decision 
which she has done her utmost to 
avert, 

I would like to present some ob- 
‘servations on the criticisms which 
have been made against the last 
proposal of the French Govern- 
ment. Several times it was men- 
tioned that it was in effect a 
program imposing certain re- 
straints on various European na- 
tions, 

I recall, once again, that what 
we want to ask of European na- 
tions is a balance sheet and that 
their independence is entirely pre- 
served.” National statistics ought 
to be added up and compared in 
a mann to determine their re- 
sources and their needs, 

In this procedure there is not 
a shadow of suspicion or re- 

straint imposed upon Europe. 

As to the organization which 
ought to attempt to establish 
this balance sheet, it will oper- 

ate without force and accord- 

ing to facts which will be fur-

This is 
why we have thought as is nor- 
mal in every othef case that it 
was their duty to take the initia- 
tive. 

Consequently there were not 
only verbal reserves as to non- 
interference in internal affairs 
and as to guarantee of the Indi- 
vidual sovereignty of states, but 
clear and categorical commit- 
ments, There can be no ques- 
tion of controlled countries 
whieh would be subjected to the 
pleasure of some great powers, 
Acceptance of European coun- 
tries is not conditioned on their 


‘ obedience but on their indepen- 


dent acceptance, 


They will participate if they 
so desire, and my information is 
that a great number of them 
wish, to participate. Their be- 
nevolent co-operation will be 
very welcome, Naturally no co- 
operation other than benevolent 
co-operation can be accepted. 

All hypotheses which have 
been put forth by Molotov—one, 
for example, that Poland would 
be obliged to concentrate on 
coal to the detriment of other 
industries, that COzechoslovakia 
would be obliged to abandon 
certain industries in which she 
excels in favor of development 
of her agriculture, that Norway 
would have to reduce her steel 
production—none of these can 
be upheld. 


We are well qualified to say 
that no plan concerning any one 
of these countries has ever been 
in mind of French delegation, 

These three countries need help. 
All that would be asked of them 
is what they are capable of pro- 
viding from their side to Europe 
in exchange for possible aid which 
would come first of all from other 
European countries and later 
from America, 


, 
They have facts better than we 
have them and we ask them to 
furnish them in view of estab- 
lishing an over-all balance sheet. 


What then remaing of inde- 
pendence of European states? 
That is a question which has 
been posed, There remains ex- 
actly all of it. LL.have never been 
able to understand -that collab- 
oration of states can be achieved 
only at expense of their inde- 
pendence. \ Co-operation among 
states, neighbors or distant, is 
carried on with’ respect for mu- 
tual independence, and collab- 
oration which does not respect 
that independence is without 
value. 


It is consequently in independ- 
ence and for independence that 
their co-operation ig sought , . . It 
is a qnestion in the first place of 
the individual effort of each state 
which nothing can replace. Each 
state ought to do the maximum 
possible with the means which the 
destruction of war have left to 
it to reconstruct itself. . 


Then upon the continent of lim- 
ited extent we must organize an 
effort of indispensable mutual as- 
sistance to co-ordinate our means 
in friendship and within this 
maintained independence, 

Finally for the difference and 
in a temporary manner it is fit- 
ting to turn ourselves to another 
continent which emerged from 
war unscathed and whose re- 
sources are immense to aid coun- 
tries which have horribly suffered 
because they were first and prin- 
cipals to endure the horror. 

I realize that a term has been 
placed in the French delegation’s 
proposal — the words “decisive 
role” of American aid. I must 
excuse myself to have to give here 
an explanation of vocabulary. 
“Decisive role” does not signify 
the principal role. 

Since around this table we 
former eompanions in combat -- 
even sometimes of combat among 
ourselves—-I might recall that in 


French victory and in French 
defeat at Marengo, at Waterloo, 
the decisive role was played by 
several thousand men who ar- 
rived at the last moment. It was 
the decisive role but it was not 
the principal role. 


As to the principal role we 
will asume it each of us, all us 
together, I hope, while the de- 
cisive role for several months 
to come we hope will be played 
by the United States.

eral thousand men who will de- .« 


cide the battle and _ victory 
against misery. 

So far as Germany is concerned 
IT want to say again what I had 
to say yesterday, The position of 
the French Government is not 
changed on the question of rep- 
arations. The only reference to 
it in the French proposal proé 
vides for consultation of com- 
manders in chief, 

As for countries which suffered 
from the war which were victims 
of Hitlerian aggression I have 
myself mentioned in a spirit of 
sympathy for the Soviet proposi- 
tion the possibility of setting up 
all priorities possible, 

I now see reappearing, it Is 
true, the idea of a unified gov- 
ernment for Germany to which, 
as is well-known, the French 
Government is not at all favor- 
able, at least not today. I want 
to recall that this matter cannot 
be the object of three-sided de- 
liberation. Thus on all points 
concerning Germany it seems to 
me they were answered yesterday, 
[I do not want to embark upon 
useless repetition. 

The French proposition does not 
and will not intend to enchain the 
economies of smaller countries 
but on contrary to liberate them. 
_ The day when we have modern- 
ized our economy, when we are 
able to pay for our essential pur- 
chases with our own sales of our 
own products with our own means, 
then we shall be truly indepen- 
dent. Independence is not achieved 
in misery and isolation but af- 
firmed in human co-operation and 
prosperity.

MARSHALL’S WORDS 
ON AID RECALLED

WASHINGTON, July 3 — “The 
shoe must have fit, because the 
Russians have certainly put it on,” 
an official said here today apropos 
the breakdown of the British- 
French -Soviet foreign ministers’ 
conference in Paris. 

In outlining United States ideas 
about European reconstruction in 
a recent speeci,, Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall stated the 
purposes that reconstruction must 
serve and described the kinds of 
governments and  paAarties the 
United States would try to help 
and the kinds America would op- 
pose, the official pointed out. 

The Soviets must be decided, 
after reading this speech, that 
they didn’t have a chance in the 
world of dictating the terms of 
reconstruction, the official said. 

Therefore, the Kremlin must 
have decided it might just as well 
oppose the Marshall plan openly 
from the outset, the official sug- 
gested. 

Here are the passages from 
Marshall's speech, delivered at 
Harvard University June 5, which 
the official pointed to as “the 
shoe that must have fit.” 

“Our policy is directed. not 
against any country or doctrine, 
but against hunger, poverty, des- 
peration and chaos. Its purpose 
should be the revival of a working 
economy in the world so as to 
permit the emergence of political 
and social conditions in which 
free institutions can exist. 

“Any government that is willing 
to assist in the task of recovery 
will find full co-operation, I am 
sure, on the part of the United 
States Government. Any govern 
ment which maneuvers to block 
the recovery of other countries 
cannot expect help from us. 

“Furthermore, governments, po- 
litical parties or groups which 
seek to perpetuate human misery 
in order to _ profit therefrom, 
politically or otherwise, will en- 
counter the opposition of the 
United States,”

Secretary of Interior Krug said that 
“if a coal strike develops it will afford 
an opportunity to see what, if anything, 
the Taft-Hartley Act can accomplish.” 
Well, why do we have to wait to see, 
if and when a coal! atrike is called, what 
the Taft-Hartley Act will do to prevent 
or control strikes? 

No matter from what viewpoint the 
Government and the big shot ruling 
classes may view the labor and strike 
problem, the stubborn fact remains that 
any legislation like the new labor law 
is bound to fail as long as we try to 
run industry and labor under the old 
outmoded “free enterprise” capitalist 
system. 

The G.O.P. had no definite mandate 
from the people that elected the Repub- 
lican Congress in 1946 to pass a labor- 
shackling law like the Taft-Hartley Act 
anyway, for all the other anti-labor laws 
the Dem-Rep-Tory Congress have passed 
have failed in their purpose.

Secretary Krug went on to say that 
the law could enjoin emergency strikes, 
but asked “how can you enjoin in a 
strike where the miners, or other work- 
ers merely stay home?” He might have 
asked: How can we ignore our United 
States Constitution which forbids “in- 
voluntary servitude”-—slavery—and force 
men to work against their will? 

As a matter of fact, the 15,000,000 or- 
ganized workers, along with hundreds of 
thousargds of church workers, progres- 
sives, liberals and socialists have solid- 
hy opposed the Taft-Hartley Act and are 
still bitterly fighting it. One prominent 
labor leader has said: “We do not pro- 
pose to stand idly by and see the Tory 
ruling classes rivet the chains of indus- 
trial slavery still tighter around all la- 
dor.”

Up to President Truman 


The man.to take leadership in genuine flood 
prevention is the President of the United States, 
Harry S. Truman, a native of the Missouri Val- 
ley now ravaged by destructive, costly overflows 
for hundreds and hundreds of miles. 


The time for Mr. Truman to take this leader- 
ship is not next year or next month, but right 
now while thousands of the residents of his 
valley are homeless and their crops are covered 
with soil-choked waters. 

The way for him to take this leadership is by 
throwing the full influence and prestige of his 
high office into the creation of a Missouri Valley 
Authority which will provide flood control in 
terms of the entire Missouri Valley—the only 
kind of flood control that can be successful. 


It appears that Mr. Truman may now provide 
this leadership. After a conference at the White 
House, Senator Murray of Montana, sponsor of 
the MVA bill, holds high hopes that the Presi- 
dent will send a special message to Congress 
asking for a full-dress MVA approach to the 
Missouri Valley’s recurrent flood problem, 


Mr. Truman’s MVA record is one he should 
want to correct regardless of the flood which 
has brought the Mississippi at St. Louis to its 
highest level since 1844. This record is one of 
the least satisfactory aspects of his tenure as an 
executive. 

As Democratic nominee for Vice President, 
Mr. Truman, then Senator from Missouri, vividly 
described Missouri river floods with their 
enormous losses. Endorsing the MVA plan as the 
remedy, he said Oct. 12, 1944, in New Orleans: 

The time has come when we must cure 
this situation once and for all and bring the 
people of the Missouri and Mississippi Val- 
leys real security in their homes and in their 
work. We must do for them what the Ad- 


ministration already has done for the people 
of the Tennessee Valley. 


Floods will be ended, power for new in- 
dustries created, fertilizer made available 
to farmers at low prices and without heavy 
freight charges, electric lights for all and 
cheap electricity for the home and the farm, 
water for irrigation and other benefits. , 


All of this can be accomplished for the 
lasting benefit of every townsman and 
farmer, big and little, in’ the entire valley, 
if we have the determination and the vision 
to act boldly and fast. 

Once he became Vice President, Mr. Truman 
forgot this vigorous commitment, When Senator 
Murray introduced a Missouri Valley bill two 
years ago, Mr. Truman, as presiding officer of 
the Senate, referred it to the Commerce Com- 
mittee instead of to the Agriculture Committee 
which had handled the TVA legislation .and to 
which Senator Murray asked that his bill be re- 
ferred. The point was that the Commerce Com- 
mittee was hostile and one of its members, Over- 
ton of Louisiana, in particular had his ax out. 


Mr. Truman, under pressure, defended his act 
and promised to see that hearings were con- 
ducted by a fair-minded subcommittee. They 
were not so conducted. Senator Overton turned 
up as the subcommittee chairman and made cer- 
tain that the proceedings were yenomous and 
prejudiced, Protests resulted in a compromise 
by which the bill was to be referred also to the 


Irrigation and Reclamation and Agriculture. 


Committees. But Senator Overton emerged as 
subcommittee chairman in the Irrigation Com- 


mittee as well, and there the bill bogged down. 


Thus was the sabotage compounded in the 
Senate. Whatever his explanations, Harry Tru- 
man was in effect a party to it. He not only did 
not make good on his all-out campaign indorse- 
ment, but actually played, into the hands of 
MVA’s enemies. 

As President, Mr. Truman has done little more 
for this vital idea. In his 1946 state-of-the- 
union address to Congress he paid tribute to 
the TVA and said that “we shall continue our 
plans for the development of the Missouri Val- 


ley.” Asked what this meant, he said he hoped 


that an MVA would be authorized in 1946. That 
was 18 months ago. 

In short, this President from the Missourl 
Valley is for an MVA in words but not in deeds. 
Meantime, between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 acres 
of rich crop lands on the lower Missouri and its 
tributaries have been twice flooded, while tons 
on tons of precious topsoil have been washed 
from eroding, farms. : 

Shakespe: wrote of “a tide in the affairs 
of men, which, taken at the flood, leads on to 
fortune.” The flood which is rolling down our 
swollen rivers is just such a tide for the Mis- 
souri Valley. If it is seized for what it is worth, 
all will not be loss in its wake. 

But it must be taken now—at the flood. The 
man above all others to act is Harry S. Truman. 
He only needs to apply his own words—to have 
“the determination and the vision to act boldly 
and fast.”

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. School Board’s Slim Excuse 


In defense of the School Board’s refusal to 
permit municipal inspections of school restau- 
rants, Members J Harry Pohlman and William 
Schumacher contend that the board should main- 
tain higher standards than the ordinance re- 
quires. The refusal, however, suggests not higher 
standards but lower ones. 

Suppose the school lunchrooms do uniformly 
better the ordinance. It will not harm them to 
win and display the city’s A grade. On the 
contrary, it will help them by ending the in- 
evitable present wonder if their sanitation isn’t 
actually lax. 

» The board stands on its technical immunity as 
an independent unit of government; private and 
parochial schools are subject to the law. The 
Federal Reserve Bank may be technically ex- 
empt, but it submitted cheerfully to the city or- 
dinance. So did the Post Office. So have most 
administrators of federal property. 

In recognition that disease epidemics could 
start in the public schools—indeed, rather more 


readily there than in most other places—the 


board can probably be foreged to accept the res- 


taurant ordinance in/the end. If protecting its 
already badly clouded reputation means anything 
to the board, however, it will change its mind 
and not drive the city to a test of strength. 
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‘Pointers From Mr. Molotov 

At Paris, Mr. Molotov made what should be a 
notable contribution toward clarifying American 
foreign policy. Since the Truman Doctrine was 
announced March 12, there has been consider- 
able vacillation and retreat. 

One faction in the State Department has con- 
sidered the doctrine overly aggressive. It con- 
sidered that a grave error was made in bolster- 
ing Greece and Turkey by American action 
alone rather than going through the United Na- 
tions. They considered it’ essential that new 
efforts be made to reach an agreement with 
Russia. 

This faction evidently prevailed with Secre- 
tary Marshall and as a result there was the Har- 
vard speech, with the proffer of European aid 
with Russia included. Molotov’s resolute refusal 
to go along on the Marshall plan shows how 
wrong the critics of the Truman Doctrine have 
been, 


Those who, like Dean Acheson, contended that . 


Russia could not be expected to co-operate have 
been proved right. It has been proved right to 
extend aid directly to Greece and Turkey rather 
than to go through United Nations, where Russia 
could have used the veto to cause confusion and 
delay. 

From here out, the State Department should 
be of one’ mind, and that mind should be cen- 
téred on the construction of a free and demo- 
cratic Europe west of the Stettin-Trieste line, 
with the Russian-dominated countries free to 
join. 

Timid minds in the State Department say a 
United States of Western Europe is an impossi- 
bility, and that men like Senators Fulbright and 
Thomas are visionaries. These men themselves 
have been visionaries in thinking that Russia 
would co-operate placidly with the “capitalistic 
democracies” it detests. It is time to see how 
far Western Europe—France, Italy, the Low 
Countries, the German provinces, Switzerland 
and Scandinavia—are willing to go in federation 
if offered American military protection and 
economic aid. 

Molotov and Stalin are not stupid men. They 


* feel confident that, under the iron discipline of 


Communism, Eastern Europe can outride: the 
storm, and they are willing to bet that the West- 
ern European nations cannot. They know ‘that 
Russia will have the help of shrewd Communist 
politicians and propagandists, and of the Com- 
munist-dominated trade unions, to see that 
France, Italy and the others do not come 
through. 

They are sure that mere loans, a continuation 
of what Congressman Boggs calls “Operation 
Rathole,” will not save Western Europe from 
collapse. They are betting that American states- 
men will not have the audacity and vision to 
_ Sponsor a plan which can make Western Europe 
‘a democratic stronghold. 

Will President Truman, Secretary Marshall, 
Senator Vandenberg and the others accept the 
challenge to prove that Russia underestimates 
them?

Any other course would be an admission that 
the whole is greater than any of its parts. That 
may be an axiom in logic, but in Texas it’s plain 
heresy. This fellow Giles had better watch his 
step.

That Pre-Pearl Harbor Inertia: 


There is an important omission in the “must” 
list of bills to be passed before Congress ad- 
journs, as drawn up by House Republican Leader 
Halleck. Mr. Halleck omits the universal mili- 
tary training legislation. Nearly two years have 
elapsed since Mr, Truman first asked for passage 
of this measure, and Congress has dawdled with 
it ever since. It is a vital matter of prepared- 
ness that should be delayed no longer. 

It has just been reported that the Navy has 
drawn tentative plans for training young men 
who would be inducted under the universal pro- 


gram. Months ago the Army presented its plans 


in a widely-distributed pamphlet. So here we 
have the unusual spectacle of the armed serv- 
ices anticipating a measure that both know is 
necessary—-a measure which Congress is going 
to have to pass sooner or later. 

As we pointed out last Sunday, debate on the 
issue is over; Besides the President, the defense 
secretaries, the Armed Forces commanders and 
other responsible government leaders have 
strongly urged the need for universal training, 
Notable private citizens like former Justice Rob- 
erts, Harold Stassen, Herbert Lehman, Bishop 
Manning and Henry Stimson have advocated it. 
Opinion pojls show a majority of the people 
favor it. 

If universal training was desirable 20 months 
ago, the need for it is far more apparent today. 
In the 20 months, international relations have 
deteriorated, the United Nations has waned in 
influence, America's responsibilities abroad have 
increased and, as of March 12, the nation is com- 
mitted to the Truman Doctrine, ‘That doctrine 
means that we have declared a world-wide dip- 
lomatic war against Soviet Russia. 


Under the circumstances, for Congress to de- 
lay any longer is to court the future charge of 
criminal negligence. Let Mr. Halleck and other 
congressional leaders shake off their pre-Pearl 
Harbor inertia and see that universal training 
becomes the law of the land.

More than two years after the end of 
the war in Europe, some 850,000 human be- 
ings are living in concentration camps un- 
der Allied control. It is usual to blur the 
edges of this hard fact by referring to the 
victims of war as “displaced persons” and 
to their quarters as “assembly centers.” 
This makes us feel better. Whether it 
cheers them up or not we don’t know, 


Who are they? Well, they're mostly 
Poles, Latvians, .Lithuanians, Yugoslavs, 
Estonians, Russians and Czechs, 


Why don’t they go back where they came 
from? Because they can’t run,the risk of 
political, racial or religious persecution un- 
der the new governments of their home- 
lands. 

What kind of people are they? The ma- 
jority are under 40; 150,000 are children un- 
der 18. Among the adults are 60,000 farm 
laborers, 20,000 housemaids, 7000 teachers, 
4000 nurses, 23,000 professional people and 
40,000 industrial workers, 


So what? So they’re not charity cases. 


‘They can take care of themselves with half 


a chance, 

What would they consider half a chance? 
The opportunity and permission to emi- 
grate to some country where they could 
settle down and support themselves. 


Where Can They Go? 


Where, for instance? Not the United 
States? Sure, the United States, among 
other nations. Why not? 

Why pin this problem on us? How about 
the other countries? The others have 
already spoken up. France, Belgium, Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, Australia and Canada will 
take some of the extra people in Central 
Europe. It won't hurt us to do our share, 
under the Stratton bill. 

You mean let down the bars to a flood 
of dangerous immigrants? No. We mean 
allow 100,000 people a year to come in for 
four years. Total—400,000. The national 
origins law under which we now operate 


permitted the entry of about 2,500,000 immi- 


grants in the last 16 years. Less than a 
million actually came in, In 1945, for ex- 
ample, they used only 7 per cent of their 
quotas. There’s room, 


What about the speech of the National 
Commander of the American Legion? 
Didn’t he say something about a lawless 
tide of 1,500,000 a year now pouring in? 
That's what the man said. But the good 
colonel seems to have zero trouble. No 
other figures match his. 


Just the same, they’d take jobs away 


from American veterans, wouldn’t they? 


Not necessarily. Maybe some of them 
would create jobs. That's the way immi- 
gration has always worked in this country, 
although some politicians have used the 
“taking - the - bread - out - of - American - 
mouths” argument ever since 1790, 


Wouldn’t they work for less money, and 
break down the standard of living? If they 
would, it -doesn’t seem likely that the 
unions would support any move to let them 
in. Both the AFL and the CIO have come 
out in favor of the Stratton bill, 


A Burden Right Now 


Why let a lot of dangerous Reds into the | 


country? Why, indeed? Only, it happens 
these DPs aren't Reds, dangerous or 
otherwise. They are probably ‘the most 
thoroughly screened group in the world 
right now. But even so, they'd have to 
take a couple of more screenings before 


»the American consuls could give them visas. 


The Stratton bill doesn’t change any of the 
strict rules of the Immigration Bureau. 


How can we be sure they won’t be a bur- 
den on the community? Under the regular 
procedure, some individual or some or- 
ganization vouches for them and is re- 
sponsible for their getting settled. Inci- 
dentally, they're a burden on the commu- 
nity right now, since we have to pay for 
their support in. the DP camps. 


What about housing? Shouldn't we wait 
till every American has a place to live, be- 
fore we let anybody else come in? That 
sounds plausible. But again, it doesn't re- 
flect the way immigration actually works, 
A lot of them will go in with friends or 
relatives. A lot of them are construction 
men. Maybe they'd speed up the housing 
program, 

Anyhow, they’re human beings, and we're 
partly responsible for the fix they’re in, 


New “Used” Car Racket

” New cars offered at exorbitant prices on 


the lots of secorid-hand dealers while buy- 
ers remain unable to obtain them through 
dealers is not exclusive to Detroit. All parts 
of the country have a similar situation. 

It is hard to see how it could exist ex- 
cept through the connivance of dealers— 
whose money-hunger has blinded them to 
the long-term welfare of their business and 
the fact that most of the public today re- 
gards automobile selling as an outright 
racket. The innocent, of course, suffer 
with the guilty, for the public has no means 
of knowing just which rouse took the shiny 
new car to the second-hand lot. 

Admittedly the automobile industry is 
under a handicap in trying to interfere 
with the practices (including loading new 


cars with over-priced extras) which are 
giving its retailers the reputation of ordi- 
nary swindlers. There is always the ques- 
tion of how far the car builder can go in 
dictating to dealers without running afoul 
of the anti-trust law. 


However, there is every possibility that 
in the public mind the manufacturers will 
be associated with the sharp, greedy meth- 
ods of some of the retailers. For their own 
protection, they should go to whatever 
Jengths are necessary to ferret out the 
rogues and cancel their dealerships at the 
first legal opportunity, 

An industry-wide blacklisting of the prof- 
iteers might violate the anti-trust law, too, 
but at least it is an idea that ought to be 
studied, 


Between Book Ends 


German-American Rubber 


BUNA RUBBER, by Frank A. Howard. (0. Van Now 
trand Co., New York.) 

The heated ‘oral over whether Stand- 
ard Oil's chemical alliance in Germany 
helped or hurt the American war effort 
continues with Frank A. Howard's story 
of buna rubber. As president of Standard 
Oil Development Co,, Howard is a highly 
informed insider on this subject. 


The first samples of synthetic rubber 
were shown Howard in 1919. They were, 
historically, the seed of the buna rubber 
that kept the United States going 25 years 
later. Germany was making oil from coal 
and Standard Oil had one of its chemical 
engineers on the spot to keep informed on 
research, It was not until 10 years later, 
however, that Standard secured the Amer- 
ican rights, 

. * 

It was to prove a most fortunate com- 
mercial agreement, according to Howard, 
In 1938 he was in Europe. War appeared 
imminent. He felt it his duty to call on 
American Ambassador Hugh Wilson in Ber- 
lin and warn him that Germany, in the 
event of war, would have a very large sup- 
ply of oil products from coal and could 
greatly increase her output of buna rub- 
ber. Thus a blockade would be none too 
effective, 


Ample natural rubber was available then. 
Hence American companies were interested 
in German buna rubber only as a specialty 
business, not for tires. Not until Japan 
cut off our supply of the natural product 
did American synthetic production shift 
into high gear. 

From Pearl Harbor, it took 18 months— 
months of confusion and despair—to pro- 
duce synthetic rubber successfully on the 
scale required. To push forward to final 
victory, 30 months were needed. Fifty-one 
huge primary plants, costing the Govern- 
ment $700,000,000 and private industry large 
indirect sums, had been created. A gigan- 
tic new industry had been born and speed- 
ed to maturity. It was a great triumph 
for the chemical engineer. 


The factual attitude the author main- 
tains throughout his narrative impressed 
Robert A. Millikan, the distinguished sci- 
entist. In an introduetion, he points out 
that the book is written with a detach- 
ment extraordinarily rare for anybody whe 
was so active a participant in the action.

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The New Films

Charm and Originality 


“MIRACLE ON STH STREET,” at the FOX THEATER, 
is one of those rare and happy film events in which a story 
that is fresh and original is handled so adroitly and with so 
many nice little surprise twists that it remains charming 

throughout. 

It’s a whimsey about Santa Claus set in 
about as cynical and commercial a Christ- 
mas atmosphere as you could imagine — 
Macy’s department store on 34th street in 
New York City. A neat satire on the Santa 
Claus legend is effected when a sturdy 
little man with a white beard and twink- 

cdmund Gwenn) gets himself a job as the 
Macy Santa Claus, then calmly asserts his name is Kris 
Kringle and he really is Santa Claus. Everyone assumes he is 
a bit balmy, but kindly and harmless, The head of the old 
men’s home where he lives says so, too, but as events work 
out the audience and the cast are never quite sure he isn’t 
the real thing. 

He raises havoc with the sensible upbringing of the little 
daughter of the store’s personnel manager (Maureen O’Hara) 
by selling the little girl on his claim, And he causes consterna- 
tion at Macy’s by refusing to push overstocked items off on 
the kiddies and sending them to other stores if Macy’s hasn't 
exactly what they want. This honesty creates so much good 
will it starts a merchandising revolution in the New York 
stores. 
| Santa is top man until he tangles with the store psychol- 
ogist, who tries to have him committed as insane. The trial 
scenes are particularly delightful, with Gene Lockhart as a 
judge squirming with the realization that to legally declare 
there is no Santa Claus would mean political suicide for him; 
and the prosecutcr, Jerome Cowan, confronted by his indignant 
small son on the witness stand, being forced to swallow his 
arguments and publicly admit there is a Santa. Finally the 
post office officially setties the whole matter by recognizing 
the claimant and unloading on him thousands of letters ad- 
dressed to Santa Claus. 


Gwenn's portrayal is a fascinating one. So convincing does 


he make the role that he should turn most of the skeptics in 
the audience into believers. Miss O'Hara, John Payne, as 
Kringle’s attorney, and Natalie Wood as the daughter, are all 
capable, but most credit goes to Gwenn and to George Seaton 
for his screenplay and direction, 

In the B epic, “DICK TRACY’S DILEMMA,” Dick runs

In “FIESTA,” at LOEW’S STATE starting today, Esther 
Williams disguises herself as a matador and fights a couple 
of bulls in place of her twin brother, to save the family honor. 
Now, Esther photographs ravishingly in the film’s Technicolor, 

and no one need be reminded she’s a knock- 

out in a yellow bathing suit, but you can't 

tell us that 20,000 hot-blooded Mexicans 

would mistake her figure for a man’s when 

she’s wearing close-fitting toreador trousers. 

There are some closeups of Esther swirl- 

ing the capa and doing some veronicas and 

other fancy work, and some long shots of 

a real bullfighter at work. But there’s never any hint of any 

meanies thrusting pikes, banderillas or swords into the bull, 

and as far as the audience can see, it’s an innocent dance. 

There is one shot of a bull roughing up a fighter. In the queer 

code of the Johnston office, it’s all right to show cruelty to 
a man, buf not cruelty to animals. 


These sequences are pretty indicative of the picture as a 
whole. It’s about as unrealistic and vapid as that all the way 
through, but on the other hand as good to look upon as Esther. 


Sixty per cent of it was taken in Mexico, and there are 
some beautiful scenery and colorful crowf shots. Aaron Cop- 
land's “El Salon Mexico” has been pleasantly adapted by 
Johnny Green for the musica] sequences. The Mexican star, 
Ricardo Montalban, makes his Hollywood debut as the twin 
brother, and proves. to be handsome, engaging, a fairly good 
actor, and a fine dancer. His dances with Cyd Qharise, for- 
merly of the Ballet Russe, are neatly executed. 

The plot is silly—about how Ricardo would rather be a 
composer and his ex-matador father wants him to become a 
great bulifighter.

STEW—The Noblest Dish of Them All 


Male Cooking Expert Passes on Some Favorite, Mouth-Watering Recipes

ID you ever try to persuade 
D the Little Woman to serve vis- 

iting firemen something beside 
what she coyly terms “company 
dishes?” It's a tough job. Fe 
male cooks will labor over a roast 
beef, cooked in plenty of water, 
feeble fried chicken or a half- 
baked ham for hours with doubt- 
ful results but if the alleged man 
of the house mentions anything 
as plebian as stew, he had better 
have his running shoes on, The 
ladies do not realize that a man 
who travels for a living can get 
pretty fair steak, roast beef and 
chops in almost any good restau- 
rant but he never comes upon a 
real stew or a fine meat loa. 

I had an uncle who war a bit of 
a chef and when business visitors 
descended upon him he took them 
home, elbowed the Little Woman 
out of the kitchen and concocted 
a wonderful dish. As a result he 
had plenty of friends and the 
salesmen didn’t care whether they 
sold him anything or not. They 
would settle for the stew. 

It was just an old-fashioned 
Irish deal and he made it like 
this: 

He cut up a pound of chuck of 
beef into cubes and put it on to 
simmer. While it was starting he 
cut up three pounds of lamb chuck 
and a little breast o* lamb. After 
the beef had cooked for an hour, 
he started theslamb simmering. 
After a half hour more they both 
went together into a big pot along 
with four or five quartered pota- 
toes, six or eight carrots, eight 
or 10 onions and a handful of cut- 
up celery. This cooks for about 
20 minutes, then you add a small 
can of tomato pulp, plenty of salt 
and pepper, some Worcestershire 
Sauce and a little catsup. Cook 
for 10 more minutes and let eight 
healthy gents tie into it. 

Unk had some other stuff up 
his culinary sleeve, too, and one 
of them, really more of a ragout 
than a stew, never failed to make 
a hit. It went like this: 


Cut a couple of pounds of top 
round into fairly large squares 
and brown in butter. Pour over 
three tablespoons of hot sherry. 
Remove the meat. Put a couple of 
dozen small white onions in and 
brown. Now add a small can of 
mushrooms and cook for a minute 
or so, Add a teaspoon of tomato 
paste and three tablespoons of 


flour and cook and stir until all 
is smooth. Potir in. one cup of 
meat stock or beef bouillon and 
a cup of red wine and bring to a 
quick boil. Toss in the beef, salt 
and pepper and cook very slowly 
until the meat is tender. Don’t get 
impatient, It may take between an 
.hour and a half and two hours. 
‘Add more wine if you need to as 


it cooks. Serve with boiled, but- 
tered potatoes hnd a green salad. 

There are as many variations of 
this basic stew recipe as there 
are cooks with imagination and 
mighty are the debates about the 
virtues of their products. An ex- 
cellent male cook of my acquain- 
tance avers that he has tried 
every stew recipe that he could 
get his hands on in the course of 
20 years, with some added attrac- 
tions of his own, and has finally 
refined them all into what he 
calls the world’s champion beef 
stew. It is made thusly: 

Put a half a cup of diced ba- 
con, split calf’s foot, three or four 
sliced onions, six diced carrots, 
four tomatoes, two cloves of 
chopped garlic, parsley, salt and 
pepper into a pan with some olive 
oil and butter and brown well. 
Now add two pounds of cut-up 
beef and brown some more. Pour 
in a pint of red wine and a cup of 
stock. Simmer all this gently for 
about two ani a half hours, add- 
ing more wine or stock if needed. 
ae with a border of dry cooked 
rice, 

The third and last string to 
Unk's bow was a stew, the recipe 
for which h. swiped from a Colo- 
rado governor who liked the stuff 
so well that he served it at state 
functions. Some of the ladies 
thought the Chief Exeeutive was 
a little gauche, but the men al- 
ways tore into it and praised the 
dish mightily. 

Boil three pounds of iean beef 
until tender. Take it out and boil 
up a half pound of macaroni 
in the same water. Fry a couple 
of chopped onions and a chopped 
garlic clove until tender. Andd two 
cups of tomatoes, some of the 
broth and plenty of salt and pep- 
per. Chop the meat and add to 
this sauce and let it cook for a 
while. Now take a casserole and 
cover the bottom with a layer of 
the macaroni, then a layer of 
grated cheese, then a layer of the 
meat and sauce mixtures and bake 


“slowly in the oven for an hour. No 


wonder the boys liked Unk.

HE frog is so-called from a 
T root which also served the 
Teutonic languages, The 
Anglo-Saxon frogga and the Ger- 
man “frosch” are cousins. 


Frenchmen, or rather Parisians, 
have found the term clinging to 
them, in vulgar or dérisive Eng- 
lish usage—all because their an- 
cient heraldic device was three 
frogs, or three toads, And for a 
time after the publication of Ar- 
buthnot’s “Law is a Bottomless 
Pit,” Nicholas (or Nic) Frog had 
some usage as a nickname for 
the Dutch. Also, there is a cer- 
tain water plant called “frogbit,” 
a fish named “frogfish,” with a 
head larger than the body and 
known for its ugliness, a bird 
called “frogmouth”; because of its 
large mouth, and a mollusk called 
“frog shell” because of its reser- 
blance to the amphibian! 

There is also the braid (button 
and loop) “frog” serving as a fast- 
ener on a garment, which goes 
back to old military uniforms, 
and was so called in the writings 
of George Washington. The deri- 
vation of this “frog” is uncer- 
tain, but it may come from the 
Portuguese fuoco, meaning a tuft 
of wool or silk, 

The most interesting item of 
the “frog” nomenclature is the 
old saying to describe hoarseness 
or constriction in the throat as 
having a “frog in the throat.” 
This takes us back to an old 
medical term, which was defined 
in 1656 in “Ridgley'’s, Practical 
Physick” as follows: “The Frog-— 
it is a swelling under the tongue 
fhat is common to children.’

" AST Monday, June 30th, 

L UNRRA officially came to an 

end. This agency, established 

during the war, was the first great 

international organization to be- 
gin work after the war. 

When it was decided last win- 


ter that we would not continue 
to support an international relief 
organization, I felt a certain sense 
of defeat. Much that was said at 
the time was true. We were told 
that Congress would appropriate 
no more money for relief admin- 
istered on an international] basis 
because they felt that, in certain 
countries, UNRRA funds Had been 
used for political purposes by the 
Governments in power. But when 
I listen now to what some of the 
people in Congress say, I wonder 
if we meant that we wanted to be 
sure these relief supplies were 
going to be controlled for our po- 
litical purposes! 

That may be wise, and perhaps 
starvation is a necessary threat 
to hold over people's heads. But 
I can’t help thinking that, when 
we use such a threat, we are do- 
ing exactly what we blame others 
for having done. I wish that we 
could have gone on with an in- 
ternational organization for re- 
lief and rehabilitation and _ “*re- 
formed that organization, instead 
of doing the job on the basis of 
helping people whom we alone 
decide are worth helping. 

The decision is made, however, 
and we can only hope that it will 
be possible for us to give relief 
on a purely non-political basis, 
governed only by the needs of the 
people involved. 

I liked very much the statement 
made by Maj, Gen, Lowell W. 
Rooks, director general of UNRRA, 
on the eve of the closing of all 
UNRRA missions in Europe.

WHAT'S THE ORIGIN? 


MY English class would en- 

Q @ Joy one of your interesting 
discussions of the origin of 

the word “pamphlet.”—Mrs. B. G. 
A. The origin of pamphlet is 
uncertain. There are almost as 
many theories as there are au- 


thorities—and there isn’t room 
here to discuss them all. 


However, a theory shared by 
Merriam Webster’s and the Ency- 
clopedia Britannica is that the 
word pamphlet evolved, inga rather 
roundabout way, from the Latin 
“Pamphilus,” the name of a 
twelfth century poem which was 
so widely circulated in leaflet 
form that the leaflets became 
known as Pamphilets, a diminu- 
tive of Old French origin. This 
entered Middle English as 
paunflet, then pamfilet, pamflet, 
and, finally, pamphlet. 

Be that as it may, the word is 
now a sort of irregular diminutive 
meaning “a leaflet; a booklet; a 
small treatise.” I say “irregular 
diminutive” for the obvious fact 
that it would seem to mean liter- 
ally “a little pamph,” which is 
nonsense, since there is no such 
thing as a “pamph.” 

It is worthy of note that pam- 
phiet is often misspelled “pham- 
plet” and “pamplet.” And the pro- 
nunciation “PAM-plet” is frequent- 
ly heard. However, the correct 
pronunciation is: PAM-flet.
